contribute Monyes, Ammunition, Viltualls, and all other ne- 
ceſſaries for the ſaving of that Kingdomezand that the Popejh 
and Malignant Party here,now in Armes againſt the Purlia- 
ment and Kingdome, have not affiſtedin the leait meaſure 
this pious Worke,vut on the contrary doe hinder and oppoſe th: 
ſame, Neither ſhould your Lordſhips conceive, that only the 
charge of that Warre was referred to, and undertaken by the

came neceſſary to expreſſe(inthe At of Councell whereby 
weorderedir) the reaſons inducing ustoſet on foot here, 
athing ſounknown to His Majeſties Lawes and gratious 
#overnment, and the Cifficultics wherewith we conten. 
ded, which did neceſſitate that reſolution, and incxpreſ- 
fing thoſe difficulties , we uſcd that expreſſion, to ſhew 
whence our difficulties were occaſioned, andthat we have 
therein declaredthe truth, wecrave leave to mind you of 
ſome particulars. 

If we ſhould look ſo farre back , as to repeat the ſub- 
ſtance of many diſpatches ſent from this Board , fince the 
beginning of this Rebellion, ſome to our very good Lord 
the Lord Lievtenantof this Kingdome, ſome to the Lords 
and others Members of both Houſes, His Majeſties Com- 
miſſioners for the Aﬀaires of this Kingdome, and ſometo 
the Speaker of the Commons. Houſe of Parliament there 
it would prove a voluminous work, and therefore wefor- 
beareto look farther back into thoſe diſpatches , then to 
thetime, when the Committee, ſent thence hither, were 
here, who at their arrivall here inthe end of OFover 1642. 
brought with them ſome mony and proviſions, but farre 
thort of that which the neceſſities of this Army required, 
and indeed ſo inconfiderable in reſpeR of thoſe neceſſities, 
as even before that Committee departed hence, they ſaw 
the mony they had brought wholly iſſued , and the high 
and unavoidableneceffity of a farther ſpeedy and plentifull 
ſupply of mony and other Proviſions. 

By Letters from this Board of the 29, of January,1642+ 
and direed to the Speaker of the Commons- Houle of 
Parliament there, It was ſignified rhither, That the provi- 
fions of ViRua!ls here, werethenat the very bottome, 


That thar Committee then here had certified thither thoſe 
wants,

wants, That if a plentifull ſupply of Vicuall arrived not 
' herevery ſpeedily, the Army could not ſubſiſt, but muſt 
have been conſtrained to disband,to the loſſe of this King- 
dome, and utter deſtrution of the tew Subjects here, 
That the want of treaſure hereto pay the Army, enforced 
this Board to iſſue vicuall rothe Common Souldier, and 
others, towardstheir pay, which did the ſooner exhauſt 
the Magazeps of Vicuall; That the Captains and other 
Officers ( not having had relicte that way ) were reduced 
to great extremities, as had been formerly often repreſen- 
red thither, and therefore this Board, by the ſaid Letters 
then moved, that Treaſure might be jent us ſpeedily, ſo to 
redeem the Officers from thecalamities they ſuffered, and 
this Board from their unſupportable clamors, and to en- 
ablethe payment of ſome part in mony tothe Cornmon- 
Sould:er,ſo to make the victuall wethenexp<acd to hold 
outthe longer. It wasalſo by thoſe Lerters then advertt- 
fed thither, thatthe cxtremitics of the Officers of the Ar- 
my, had begotten ſo much diſcontent amongſt them, as 
diverſe Colonells and others of tliem preſented at this 
Board a Remoaſtrance, whercof acopy was then ſent in- 
cloſed in the faid Letters, which Remonſtrance did ex- 
ceedingly trouble and perplicx us,leaſt.ic might beger fuch 
diſtraftions amongſt us, as might give coo much adyan- 
tage tothe Rebells, Buratter full debate thereef at this 
Board, it was here directed, that F in preſent to rengcr 
ſome ſubſiſtence to the Officers, untill Treaſure arrived 
forth of Englani) every man inthis City, ſhould bring 
in halfe of his Plate, to be paid for it when Treaſure arri- 
ved, whereupon ſome Plate was brought in, and apply- 
edtowards the Arniy, This Board did alſo fignity by 
thoſe Letters, that without ſome ſpeedy reliete forth of 

England 
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Zngland,the burden here was become too heavy roke 
borne, and thereforein diſcharge of our duty to God, to 
our Gratious Soveraigne,tq that Kingdome, and to this, 
we held our ſelves bound clearely ro.makexnown,that un- 
Icfſe we were ſpeedily ſupplied trom thence, with Mony, 
Armes, and Victualls, it would be impoſlible for us any 
farther ro proſecutethis Warre, or to preſerve from ſud- 
den confufionthis State and, Government, ſo highly did 
thediſc6tent of the Officers, & the diſorder of the Souldier 
threaten us, that it might eafily be appprehended, what 
( inall humane probability) muſt become of us, when ir 
was then evident, that nere was no Mony, nor any poſſi- 
bility of procuring any inthis City, when our Vicualls 
were ſpent, when a great part of the Army had no Armes, 
when we doubted and feared: ( for thereaſons in thoſe 
Letters exprefled) chat the Souldiers would make prey of 
us, andthis City ar laſt, and when we {aw that the deftru- 
Qionthcnthreatned agaioſt us, muſt then goe fart her, 
cvento the loſle of this Crowne and Kingdome,and to the 
highly endangering ot.that Kingdome a'ſo, which forthe 
Ho: 0.r ot His Majeſty and the Engliſh Nation, we by our 
ſaid Leiters defired might. ( by tEe wiidome of that Ho- 
nourable Houlc)be ſpeedily prevented, by haftning away, 
wich all polsible ſpeed, ſupply ot Mony, Armes, and Vi- 
ctuails, 

By 0:her Letters of this Board direQted to Mr Speaker, 
8 dared the ſaid 20. of [a4ary 1642.it was advertiſed this 
ther, that it was dEcome of abſolute neceſsity, that there 
ſhould be ſent us from thence ſpecdily fix hundred able 
light Geldings, for recruits, to be defalked out of thein- 
tertainments of thoſe that ſhould reccive them. 


By other Letters from this Board of the ſame date, di-

retedto Mr Speaker, it was figoified thither, that we 
had contracted an agreement heres with Theodor Schout, &: 

Tacob Ablin,Merchants, that Anthony -Tirenes in Londoxn,or 
Deniell Wibrant in Amfterdars, ſhould receive ſeventhou- 

fand eight hundred fourſcore and thirteen- poundsthice 
ſhillings, for which the ſaid Theodor and Jacob had under- 

taken by their agreement with us, to buy ia Ho!iana, and 

eo cranſport from thence hither, at their own charge, and 

adventure, ſeverall proportions of Armes mentioncd in a 

docquet then ſent incloſed in our ſaid Letters, and they un- 

dertook ſo to ſecure it by eaſurance, and to provide ſuch 

a Ship of force, as we might be aſfured to have all thoſe 

Armes arrive hereby the tenth of Harch now laſt paſt, 

And weby our ſaid Letters carneſtly beſought, rthatrhe 

ſaid ſumme of {even thouſand eight hundred tourſcore and 

thirteen pounds three ſhillings, might by order of that Ho- 
nourable Houle be ſpeedily paid to the ſaid T7reves or WW. 

brant, that ſothoſe proviſions might arrive hereby the 
tenth of £March, that we might nor looſethe advantage of 
che then next Spring, for recovery of ſuch of rhe Sea. 
ports, and other places of impertance, asthe Rebells had 
gotren, and for proceeding effeQually inthis Warre; thoſe 
Letters alſo moved tor other proviſions of Warre, which 
we conceived mightbe had in Exgland,in reaſonable time, 
and we then ſent a Docquet ofthole alſo, deſiring earneſt- 
' ly, they might be ſent us ſpeedily. 

And although there was an Agent ſentfrom hence in 
November,164.1.toſollicit the difpatches ſent from hence, 
who attended at London, when thoſe our Leeters were {cnt 
hence; yet of fo grcat importance was that diſpatch, re- 
quiring inſtant and ſpeedy anijwer 8 ſupply from thence, 
35 Weadjudged it neccflary to give ſpeciall Inſtruions » 
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the Lord Conway ,and others (beſtdesthat Agent then there 
attending) to move His Majeſty and {ollicite the Houles of 
Parliament, to haſten untous , with all poſſible ſpeed, the 
proviſions in thoſe three Letters contained. 

And thatthere might nothing be omitted, that by ſo]- 
ficitation could be obtained, there were Agents alſo ſent 
thither from the Army to ſollicit for them. 

By Letters from this Board of the twentieth of Febrwary, 
642. directed ro Maifter Speaker, Weagain defired with 
all poſſible carneſtneſſe, that the proviſions of all ſorts,cx- 
prefſed in thoſe three Letters of the twentieth of /ayuary, 
and inthe docquets therewith ſent, might be haſtned co us, 
and thatthe ſaid ſeven thouſand cight hundred fourſcore 
and thirteen pounds, three ſhillings, for armes to be proyi. 
ded in Holland, might be ſpeedily paid. And inthoſe laſt 
Letters, We again fignified our miſerable and unſpeakable 
wants of Vicualls, Armes, Munition, Money,fhooes, and 
other neceſſaries, and that if the ſupplies We moved for, 
came not ſpeedily, that We were unavoidably in danger to 
be as much devoured by our own wants, asby the Sword 
of the Rebells, and that our want of Corne was ſo much 
the more, in regard that {in confidenceto be plentifully 
lupplicd forth of Exglawd) We cauſed great deſtruction to 
be made of Corne, there being indeed nothing conducing 
moretothe deſtruction of the Rebells, thenthe burning of 
all Corne, Wealfo then ſignified the neceſſicy of ſending 
afurther ſupply of Powder and Match, and Wedeclared 
that no words could ſufficiently expredle, the greatneſle of | 
the danger we ſhould incur, it our ſupplies came not ſpee. 
dily; thatthe Plate brought in amounted not to onethou- 
land two hundred pound,a {umme very inconfiderableto- 
wards releife of the Officess. 
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By Letters of this Board of the twenty fifth of Februa. 
x9, 1642, directed to Maſter Speaker, We ſignified, that 
whenour meanes from thence fatled,and our credits could 
hold outnolonger, We were conſtrained, towards reliefe 
of the Army,to force from the Proteſtant Merchants here, 
as well Engliſhas ſtrangers,not only the commo lities they 
had brought hither. but the Native Commoditics alſo, un- 
dertaking to them that they thould receive pay ment at 
Loxdon, waich failing, that thoſe, that would ſupply Us, 
were diſheartened, and durſt not come hither with commg- 
dities Wherefore We again bythole Letters befought 
ſpeedy ſupply from thence, declaring that otherwiſe che 
Army and we muſt periſh;and ſo farre were we tranſported 
with greife in the comlideration of the high extremities of 
this Kingdome, and Army, as we did by thoſe Letters la. 
ment for the ſhame and diſhonour which we then foreſaw 
would reflect uponthe Engliſh Nation,itthen,after ſo long 
and often forewarnings given by” us to that Honourable 
Houſe,this Kingdome were loſt, and that for want of ſup. 
plies from thence, wherein we then declared, that all the 
comforrt left us, was, that we had done our parts, and dil. 
charged our duties to God, to His Majeſty, and to all His 
Kingdomes, who muſt have bornetheir parts with us, in 
{o heavy a loſle. | 

By Letters from this Board dated the twenty third of 
March, 1642. directed to Maſter Speaker, we fignified, 
that our wantsenforced us to diſtribute the Souldiers, for 
their Vieualls, in and throughout this City and Suburbs, 
which we fignified could not long hold, confidering the 

overty of this place, and therefore (to avoyd utter confu- 
Fon) We did againe and againe beſcech moſt earneftly,that 
aboveall things Vicualls and Mugition might be ſent us 
8 | ſpcedily, 
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ſpeedily,and that money, Armes,clothes,ſhooes, and other 
provifions might bealſo fent,declaring, thatif they yer 
came ſpeedily, the Kingdom & His Majeſties Forces here 
might be thereby redcemed out of part of theit diftreſſes, 
and we enabled (by the bleſſing of God) to give His Maje- 
ſty ſuch an accompt of this Kingdome, as would be for the 
Glory of the King our Maiſter, and the honour ofthe En- 
eliſh Nation, inthe ſubduing ofthis horrid Rebellion, 
which by reaſon of our wants, and inno other reſped, was 
then grown very terrible; and we did againcall for the pro. 
viſions moved-for,by our ſeverall former Letters of the 20. 
of anuary, andtwenticth of February, and forthe payment 
of. the ſeven thouſandeight hundred fourſcore & thirteen 
pounds three ſhillings for armes,to be provided in Holland, 
and thoſealſo which we expected from Zonaon,declaring, 
thatunleſſe thoſe ſupplies came , We ſhould be diſabled 
fromdoing ſervice on the Reoells, the then next ſpring, or 
therhen ſucceeding Sommer, and muſt undoubtedly pur 
the Rebells into a condition of prevailing againſt us, which 
we well beleived the Kingdom of England would never 
have permitted,againſt ſo taithfull ſervants Ge valient Soul. 
dicrs, as His Majeſty yet had here, By thoſe Letters alſo 
we fienificd that it was neceſſary, that there jſhould be here 
at this harbour of D«bliz,by the middle of Apr2l, ar leaſt 
two ſhippz of good ſtrength, and thatthe ſhips defigned for 
guarding the other partSof the Coafts ofthis Kingdoms, 
fhould be haſtened away with all poſſible ſpeed. 

By Letters from this Board diretea ro Maſter Speaker, 
dated the tourth of April, 1643. We repreſented again 
the unſpeakable miſeriesof the Officers and Souldiers,for 
want of all things, and all thoſe made the more unſuppor. 
table, inthe want of food, and that this City, was thenap- 
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parently foundto be unable ro help us, as ic had formerly 
done, and repeated again (in as lively termes as we could) 
the high excremiries tallenand increafing upon us , decla- 
ring, that we wereenforced toſee who had any thing yet 
left him, not taken from him, to help us, and that although 
there were but few ſuch,and ſome poore Merchants, whom 
we had formerly, by the Law of neceſlity,utterly undone; 
yet that we were forced to wreſt their commodities from 
them, thatthere were few here, of our ſelves, or others, 
that had nor felt their. parts in the enforced rigor of our 
proceedings, towards preſerving the Army, and we car- 
neſtly defired that His Majeſty and the Engliſh Nation 
might not ſuffer ſo great, if not irrecoverable, prejudice,und 
diſhonour, as muſt unavoidably be the conſequence of our 
not being releived ſuddenly, bur that yet(although it were 
then evenalmoſt atthe poynat to be too late ) ſupplies of 
ViQtualls,and Munition in prefent,might be haſtaed hither, 
ro keep lite untill the reſt might follow; declaring alſo,that 
there wasno ViRuall in the ſtore, and thatthere would not 
be an hundred barrells of Powder left, when the out Gar- 
riſons (as they muſt theninſtantly have been) were ſupply- 
cd, and that the reſidue of our proviſions, muſt alſo come 
ſpeedily after,or otherwiſe that England could not hope to 
ſecure Ireland, or ſecurethemſelves againſt Ireland, but in 
_ the loſſe of it muſt look for ſuch enemies from hence, as 
would perpetually diſturb the peace of His Majeſty, and 
His Kingdome of Z£ngland, andannoy them, by Seaand 
Land, as we had often formerly repreſented thitherg which 
miſchiefes we ffgnified might yetthenbe prevented,it We 
were but then forthwith enabled from thence, with meanes 
toovercomethis Rebellion, We then alſoagainrenewed 
our requeſts forthe Provifions mentioned in our Letters - 

the 
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the twenticth of Taxuary, and for the payment of the ſeven 
thouſand eight hundred fourſcore 6 thirteen pounds three 
(hillings, for Armes to be provided in Holland, beſides thoſe 
Wecxpeced from Loxdonv, We thenallſo ſent incloſed in 
our Letters to Maſter Speaker, acopy of a writing ſigned 
by ſundry Officers of the Army, which wasina ſtfſe threat- 
ning much danger, whereby appeared the high neceſiity of 
haſtning Treaſurc hither, to pay them, and the reſt of the 
Officers,and provide Vicuall for the Souldier. 

On thetenth of April, 164.3. We received Letters from 
Maſter Speaker of the ſeventcenth of March, in anſwer of 
our Letters ofthe twenticth,and twenty fifth of February. 
Thoſe Letters from Maſter Speakeradviſed free Trade,and 
Truck, to begivento Merchants, by taking our Native 
Commodities, that cannot be manufactured here, fortheic 
Corn and other Victualls, & carrying them into England, 
or other places not prohibited. And by our Letters dire- 
Red ro Maſter Speaker dated the twenty ſecond of April, 
in anſwer of his ſaid Letters of the ſeventcenth of March, 
we made it appeare, thatthat deſfigne could not hold,to de. 
rive benefitto this Army. By thoſe our Letters, we ſigni. 
fied alſo thatrhe neceſfities ofthe Army, ſtill preffed us by 
degrees to break the Merchants here, by wreſting their 
Commoditics fromthem,upon promiſe of ſatisfaction in 
Eneland; that the failing of thar ſatisfaRion in England, 
aSit had undone them, ſfohadir infinirly prejudsced the 
ſervice here. That we engaged the word of this State, rg 
procure pay ment to many others,out of the next Treaſure 
that ſhall ariveforth of England, (whichcourles though 
very hard, did hcIpus for a ttme;) that when thoſe faileq, 
we beganne ar our ſelves, thenat others, then at all Frater.

wersand thelike, then at all particular perſons, obſerved to 
have any viſible ſubſtance, not being able ro ſpare poore 
men, who(to gaine a poore living) made profeſſion ſome 
of ſelling hor-waters, and ſome of cutting Tobaccoe;T har 
inthe end (all other meanes failing) we had recourſe to the 
only Native Commodity, Hides, ſciſing 01 all that could

preſcrvaticn ) then frem the furic of the Rebells, if char 
Honourable Houſe would not look back inio all our fevce 
rall Letters ſent thither, wirich wwe then deciared thould 
tor ever acquit us before God andthe World, as having 
diſcharged our dutics to God, to His Majeſty, and to this 
His Kingdome, in fully, and timely, and oftcn repreſent- 
ing thither, the evills then rcady ro ſeizetponthis State, 
the Any and Kingdome, and the means of preventing 
them, yetthat atlcaſt they wouls be pleaſed to review our 
ſaid ſeveral! Letters of the twemy,and twenty filth of Fe- 
bruary,ofthe rwenticth of January, 2 2.0f March, Gr fourth 
of Aprili;wethena io figaified, That the Souldiers (preſ- 
ſed through wants) attcmpred tumultsand mutinie, plun-

plying with our deſires, in thoſe our ſeverall Letters ex- 
prefied, certifying, that the ſtate of Aﬀaires here could 
not poſſibly admit the leaſt deferring, and thar no help 
wasto beexpecedfrom hence, as we had oftenand ful- 
ly informer letters fignifyed thither; That if we were not 
immediatly ſupplycd.forth of England with Powder, we 
ſhould nor be ableto defend our ſelves, or offend the Re. . 
bells, and that above all things, Munition, Mony, and Vi- 
Ctualls, were of neceſſity tobe fentin the firſtplace, and 
the other proviſions to be ſent after , which alſo we certi. 

fied, moſtneedtullro be done, with all poſſible ſpeed. - 

\ - Byour Letters ofthe 6. of May 1643, direted to M= 
Speaker, we ſignified how neceſſary ir was, that the inten- 
dedeſtabliſhment ſhould be confidercd there, and pur into 
ſucha way,asto be made perfc&,and (receiving His Ma- 
jeſties gratious approbation) mizhc beſeat hither, which 
- we defired to be haſtned, that rhe Officers, who daily la- 
bourin the publique fervices, mighr the better know,what 
they are to have, of which Eſtabliſhment we have not yer 
_ hadany-returne, BEE I. 

By our Lettersto M” Speaker of the. 11. of May 1643. 
we ſignified, that alrhough by L's fro M* Speaker dated the 
17. of March, it was advertiſed ——— that x —

yerthatir was not-come,orif it were come, thar it was a. 
ſupply tarre below'that, which was neceſſary tobe then 
ſeat bither, and we thenagain repeated the miſerable con- 
dition of this Army, through want ofall things, eſpecial- 
ly Mony, ViRualls, Cloaths, Armes and Muaition, That 
there was not above forty barrells of Powder inthe ſtore 
Ca mean and inconſiderable quantity for this Army, on 
whom depends the prefervation of the Kingdome;) and 
weagaindefired, ina cafe of fo high and imminent dan- 
ger,and that with all poſſible importunity, that a courſe 
might be theninſtantly taken, for haſtening away Powder, 
with all-ſpeed, and that the other proviſions allo of all 
ſorts, mentioned in our former ſeverall Letters, of the 20. 
of Zanuary,the 20. and 25. of February, the 23. of March, 
and 4.and 2 2. of April, might be alſo haſtned away, and 
that the ſeven thouſand eight hundred foureſcore andthir- 
teen pounds three ſhillings, for Armes, tobe providedin 
Ho!land, befidesthoſe we expeRtedfrom London, might be 
paid. By thoſe Letters alſo wefignified, that we could rot 
butlament our misfortune, and the diſhonour refieRing

our condition, by ſuch timely acceſſions of ſupplics, forth 
of England, as were contained in ourſaid former di-

By our Letter to Mr Speaker , dated the 16. of Hey 
164.2, wedefired that three hundred and twenty pounds 
might be paid there, as we had formerly defired, tor ſun- 
dry particulars neceſſary for the Chirurgions ofthis Ar- 
my, there being great want thereof, tor the cures of woun- 
ded mca. And then we ſent and imployed Sir Thomas 
Wharton,Knight, a Member of this Army, purpoſely to 
- follicitthe means of our reliefe, that ſo we might omit no- 

thing, that we conceived might conduce tothehaſtening 
of our expected ſupplies; and by our Letters of the 16. of 
May then ſentto M.Speaker,we ſignified that theKingdom 
was thenin more danger,thenever, to be forced out of our 
hands,for want of timely ſupplies out of England; and we 
defired moſt earneſtly, thar his diſpatch might be haſtned 
for our preſervation, that if it were poſſible, the King and 
Kingdome of England, might yer then-be pre{erved from 
that irrecoverable prejudice, and diſhonour, which muſt 
neceſſarily accompany and tollow the loſle of this King- 
gome, . 
And here we may not omit to mention, that. we prevai- 
ld with diverſe Perſons, to advance proviſions to us, at 
ſeverall times,to anſwer the crying neceflitics of this Ar- 
my,andto ſome we gave our Bills, in nature of Bills of 
Exchange, andto others our own bonds, undertaking re- 
payment at Londoz by the Rarliament there, which wedid, 
in cofidencetofind ready paymentmadethere according- 
ly, and we doc not yet hearethatthoſe Bills of Exchange 
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ofbonds are yet paid there,bue we find ſome of the Parties.

': Weconfefſe we neither did, nor do conceivethe Parlia- 


mene there tobe Bankers for us, but did cſtcem them, as 
thoſe to whom the King our Maiſter referred che charge of 
this Warre,- andeo whom, as ſo entruſted by His Majeſty, 
this Board from timerotime made application, and if any 


adviſe had come from them, concerning the managing of

Concerning the Commiſhon in yourletters mentioned, 
ic was notto hear whattheRebells could ſay or propound 
fortheir own advantage, as your Letters mention: bur his 
Majeſty having received an humble Petition inthename of 
the Recuſants of reland, deſiring to be heard, His Majeſty 
thoughrit not unjuſt, or inconvenient for him to receive 
from them what they conld ſay unto Him, to whom they 
infinuared thatthey would yet yeeld due obedience ; and 
therefore His Majeſty, by Commiſſion under His great 
Scal of England (wherein he declared His extream deteſta- 
tion of the ocious Rebellion which the Recuſants of Ire- 


land hav x ithoutany ground or colour,raiſed againſt him, 


His Crown and Digaity)authoiized ſome of His Miniſters 
here, tc hcarat large what the Peticioners ſhould ſay, or 
propourd, which His Maj. fty by the ſaid Commiſſton di- 


reed, that the Peritioners,or the principal} of them, au- 


thorized by the reſt,ſhould ſet down in writing under their 
hands, and th: Cemmiſſtoncrs to ſend the ſame to His Ma- 
jeſty, whereupon His Majcſty by the ſaid Commiſſion 
declared, he wonld take ſuch farther confideration, as 
ſhould bejuſt, Honourable, and fit for His Majeſty. And 
that that courſe gave not the leaſt interruption ro the pro- 
cceding of the Warre, appears by this, That on the 18. of 

D March, 
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March (being inthetimethe Commiſſioners;aurhori zed 
by His Majeſty, gave meeting to thoſe of the other fide, 
uponthat Commiſſion) the Lord Marqueſſe of 0+mond, 
though one of thoſe Commiſſioners, in his returnefrom 
Roſſe, withabourt rwo thouſand five hundred Foot, and 
five hundred Horſe, of His Majeſties Army, fought with 
the Army ofthe Rebells, coaſiſting of abour fix thouſand 
Foet. and fix hundred and fifty Horſe , and obtained a 
happy and glorious Victory againſt them, and the Rebelis 
Army being deteated, and wholly routed, and their Bag- 
gageand Munition ſciſed on, His Majeſtics forces lodged: 
that night, where they had gained the Vieory, as by tor- 
mer Lerters of this Board, of rhe faurthof Aprid 1643. 
direted to M. Speaker , we formerly ſignified thither, 
which we thus repcate, to maniteſt that thar Commiſſion 
orthe meeting thereupon, gave notahy manner of inter- 
ruption to the proceeding of the Warre, 

Concerning the Letters you mentioned to deveſtthe 
Commitecee of: both Houſes there, of an authority given 
them by both Houſes, we remember that His Majeſty by 
His Letters of the third of February 1642. underſtanding, 
thatthethen Iuſtices and Councell had admitted, without 
His order or knowledge,to fit in Counccil with them in 
this His Kingdome, M- Robert Goodwin, and Mr Reynolds, 
and that thereby they were become {o bold , as to take up- 
on-them , to heare and dchate of matters, treated of in 
Councell,His Majeſty by His ſaid Letters fipnified His ex. 

eſſe command, That they ſhould not be permitted to Sir 
or be Preſent any more at His Majefties Councell-Table 
here, but if they had any buftncſſe, His Majeſty willed that 
they ſhould attendas others of their quality ; which His 
Majcfticspleaſure, was humbly obeyed by His faid [uſti- 
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cesand Councell, with that duty and ſubmition, which: 
was due from them tio His Royall commands, And as His 
Majeſty by His ſaid Lettersrequired, that it thoſe perſons 
had any bufincſle, they ſhould attend as others of their 
quality, fo ifthey had afterwards offered avy bufinefe ar 


_ this Board, they ſhould have been heard therein, which 


was alſo ſignified to them betore their departure hence, 
And now upon this occafton, we having peruted the cos 
pics they delivered atthis Board of the Order of both 
Houlſcs, dated the fixt of O Fover 1642, and oftheir inftru- 
&ions, doe findindeed , thar by the {aid Order , the ſaid 
Robert Reynolds and Robert Goodwin, were to havethe cre- 
dence power andeſtcem of a Committee ſent hither by the 
advice and authority, of both Houles oi Parliament, and 
that by the ſaid inſtructions, they were to beadmitted to 
be preſent and Vote at al conſulrations concerning the 
W are, yetthere is nothing inthe ſaid Order or Inftructi- 
ons, for admitting them to Sit or be Preſent at His Maje- 

Ries Counce!!-Table, which is that which His Majeſty by 

His ſaid Letters required ſhould not be permitted, which 
cannor beconceived to be a deyeſting them of any autho- 

rity given them by both Houſcs. 

Andastothe late alteration of Goverament here, cx. 
preſſed in your Letters , although His Majeſty in His high 
Wiſdome adjudgedirfitto alſtcr one of thoſe Governors, 
which he had placed here, which was no more then he,and 
His Royall Predeceſlsrs had uſually Jdonein all ages, as 
often as they thought fic, yetthat made no altcrano” inthe 
Government, bur it 1a all times continucd and {tiii conti- 
nucsthe {ime, though in other Perſons, 

T hac pert of your Letters, wich d:clares that you arc 
forbiidentoreltus what ſupplics of Mony, Victuall, Am- 
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Mudnicion & other necefſaries werethenin a good forward. 
neſſc to be ſear hicher, for the ſupport of che Officers and 
Souldiers here, requires no anſwer on our parts,other then 
thts truth, thac they are not yetarrived here, 

Concerning Montroes Letters to Colonell Crawford, we 
znow of no Treaſon robe diſcovered thereby: but for the 
Sea Captainsin your Letters mentioned, itis certaia thar 
their negleRs ang inifdeeds deſerve puniſhment, which we 
defire they may find ratierto their correction then ts 
their ruine, | 

Thus we have given anſwer to thoſe parts of your Lee- 
ters, which we conceived concerned us, whereby, we hope, 
both Houſes of Parliament there will now remaine ſatit. 
fied, as inthe neceſlicy and juftnefle of our Acions, ſoin 
the truth and candor of our intentions, inthaſe particu- 
lars te which your ſaid Letters ſcem ro take exception, 
Andio we remain, from His Maj-Rties Caſtle of Dublin
